The case came to a climax when
Mrs. Gillespie, armed with an inerimi-
nating letter, appeared before the
church session. Miss Nellie Oller and
Mrs, Glllespie’s husband were sum-
moned in consequence. The officers
of the session said that they had con-
fessed their guilt and had been abol-
ished according to the discipline of
the church. This did not deter Mrs.
Glllespie from insisting on a letter
to another congregation, Mr. Ollet
insisted that his daughter be given
the same and the officers of the ses-
sion refused.

FOR FEDERAL VALUATION.

Commissioner Staples, of Minnesota,
Points Out Difficulties.

Washington, Nov, 20.—That con-
gress should authorize an inveniwory
valuation of raillroad property in the
United States with a view to provid-
ing a proper basis for the assessment
of taxes and the making of rates is
the substance of a recommendation
contained in a report submitted to the
convention of railway commissioners
by Commissioner Staples of Minneso-
tn, in behalf of the committee on
taxes, of which he is chairman. The
committee does not discuss the ques-
tion of a division of the values of
rallway properties according to their
uses for state :'mtl interstate purposas,
leaving that for the future to deal
with, or such other disposition as the
convention may make. The report
|sa,\'a In part:
| “"We believe that railroad values
| must he authoritatively established
before there can be such supervision
and administration both by state and
national authorities as will do the
greatest justice to both the carrier and
the public. One of the chief objects of
our organization Is to promote uni-
formity.

“This is, it seems, impossible to ac-
complish without having a rellable
valuation of the railway properties,
and we belleve that the federal gov-
ernment |Is better equipped to con:
duct this work than are the several
gtates,"

FPresent methods of valuing railroad
properties are unrellable, according to
the committee, which [llustrates this
point by submitting flgures given in
the case of two of the rallways just
valued in Minnesota, In one case the
market value of the lands owned by
the road was fixed by Its officers at
$41,832,000, while the state's estimate
of value was $18,000,000, The report
BAYS!

“It i8 proper to say here that the
plan of valuing the lands by the state
was the state's method, while the rail-
way companles adopted the plan of
appointing land experts to appralse
the properties. This latter plan is
deemed by the state to be unreliabi,

Morrison Found Guilty; Thirty Years.

Pierce, Neb,, Nov. 20—Special to
The News: “Guilty.”

James Morrison has been convicted
of robbing the Farmers State bank of
Hadar January 18, last.

The prisoner was sentenced to thir-
ty years at hard labor In the peniten-
tlary, without any solitary confine-
ment and without work on Suundays.

After more than twenty hours of de-
liberation, during which at times, it
is reported, the majority swayed over
toward an acquittal, the jury reported
this morning that they had reached a
verdiet at 8:20 o'clock this forenoon.

The jury had bheen out since before
noon vesterday and they struggled
with the evidence all afternoon and
all night long.

It is rumored that on the second
ballot the jury stood 7 to & for ac
gquittal and that at one time they
stoad 9 to 3 for acquittal, This, how-
ever, has not been confirmed.

At 8:20 this morning word was sent
to Judge Welch that a verdict had
been reached. The judge went imme-
diately to the court house,

The prisoner wias ordered brought
{nto the courtroom. For the first time
since the trial began, Morrison dis-
played nervousness. He bit his finger
nails and trembled perceptibly. His
face wore a downcast expression in
sharp contrast to the hopeful front he
had put up throughout the trial.

The jury filed in and the verdicet
was handed to W. B. Chilvers, clerk
of the district court, who read 1t, It
found the defendant gullty as charged.

Judge Welch then remanded the
prisoner to jali until later in the after-

Thelr  glorious
service Is o be for a period of one
thousand years, during which they will
be kings and priests voto God and will
relin over the earth (Revelation xx, 4;
I Peter 11, Dy,

They will not “relgn on the earth'” In
the sense of belng earthly beings, hove
Ing earthly courts and throves; their.
resurrection “*change” will constitute
them heavenly or spirit beings; they
will be Invigible to mankind, as now
the “Prince of this world™ Is invisible
amd as the holy aogels are iovisible,
Hiut they will possess heavenly power
amd authority and wisdom amd grace.
By these glorlous attributes they will
be able to serve God and hamanity by
a relgn of righteousuess,  whose ap-
lfting or restitation Influences (Acts
HE 21 will begin with the lving gen
erations, but eventually extend to “all
the families of the earth.,” who have
been golng down for the pust six thou-
sand years fnto the grent prison-honse
of death—prisoners of hope,” how-
ever, becnuse of the promise of God's
Word nud the redemption sacritice of
Jesus,

My beloved henrers, If yvour learts
nre not moaved by this message of
God's grace nnd this Iuformation re-
specting his Kingdom and of your pros-

Huas God pliced too high a valuuation
upon the heaveoly crown, in demand-
lug that those who would sbare |t
with the Redeemer must prove their
loyalty to him aud to the privciples
of righteousness, nud to the spirit of
love, to the extent of laying down
their lives in his service and in “doing
good onto all men as they bave op-
portunity, especially to the nousehold
of faithy”

Our Lord asked wherein would be
the profit to any mnu i he were to
gain the whole world and lose Ilhii
own soul—lose his furure lfe.  For
the purpose of our present tople we
iight ask o moditied question. name-
Iy, If one should gain the cinpire of
the whole enrth and atl of its ricues,
and If apother should gain this bhewy-

enly e¢le jon to the heaveuly Kiog-
dom of ane thousand  years and to|
subsequent eternul blessings with the
Lord, which of these wounid choose
the better part—which would show
the real wisdom, aud which would be
the foulish one?

How shinll we know God? By study
of his charncter,  Our Lord Jesus it
was who declured, Uhis 18 e eteroal,
that they might know thee, the only
true God, nnod Jesus Christ, whom thon
hast sent (John xvil, 8, This konowl-
edge at the present time 18 0 secret
Knowledge and, a8 the Apostle says, n
“Iidden mystery,” which cun be known
only by those who put themselves Into
nocortaln attitude of heart and mind
and conduct oward the Lord nod his
revelation. We are to study God's
character—to learn respecting his Jus-
tiee, hls Wisdom, hils Love nnd his
ower, by studying his revelntion -the
Bigle, 1o it we see his dealings past,
nndl his promwises respecting his deal-
ings future,  Amnd o correet apprecin-
tlon of these gives us a1 knowledge of
God's chinraeter ns exemplithyl thevein.
Lut sinee this knowledge 1s not stated
in terms for the world to understand,
it follows that ouly those In proper
conditlon of beart and enlightened by
the holy Splireit can recelve this knowl
edge, 1 Is tanghit only to the puplls in
the School of Christ. “The secrot of
the Lotd §s with them thint fear himg
amd he will shiow them his Covenant."

Other Graces to Be Added.

The Apostle contintes his advice as
o things pecessiry (o be added by
those who would make their ealling
and election sure,  They st keep
adding, aod the adding most be dittle
by 1ittle and day by day. The knowl-
edge we galn of God through his Word
should ead us to greater moderation
(transiated, temperanee, fn our cotimon
version. “Let your moderation  be
koown unto all men®™ (Philippinns v,
o, moderation or baliancee o thought,
o word, In action.  God's people miay
be callod extremists by those who are
not begotten of the holy Spivit and who
know not *“the mystery.” But even
they should be able to charge intmod-
eration only on the one score—out -
moderntion, our faithfalness to the
Word of the Lord and to our Coveniat
of self sacritice as followers in the
footsteps of Jesus.  Our lives shouid
be 50 moderiate ns respects business
and pleasure and food and raimet,
ete, thut we sbould be examples of
wisdom and moderition (o gll—extre o-
Ists only wlong the same lines that
Jesns and the Apostles were counted
extremists by those who knew not, nei-
ther did understand “the mystery” of
thelr eudenvor to be of “the very eleet,”

I'atlence must not bhe forgotten. In
nddition to moderation, “Let patience
have her perfect work, thnt ye may
be perfect and entire, wantlug noths-
Ing."  Next add godlikeness —peneral
goodness, benevolence, beulgnity  to-
ward all.  Add next brotherly Kiod-
ness—in the natural family  relation-
ship, and also Iu the spiritunl famly,
the Church, “lLove a8 brethren™
fonght to lovern “We ought nlso to
lay down our lves tor the brethren,”
still further the Ajpmstle urges that
while all of the foregolig are elements
of love we superadd love itself in the
fullest sense toward the Lord, toward
the brethren, toward bumanity, to-
wiard the brute crention and toward
our enemies. While all of these can-
not be loved in the sume degree, aill
should protit by the spirit of love in
our hearts for nll,

“Ye Shall Never Fail.”

Now comnes the climax of the advice
to those seeking to mike their calling
innd election sure (verse S, "It these
things be jn you and abound, they
